raphy"—an important book in the field of 
planar photography. Thus, what the planar 
photographer strives to attain through il¬ 
lusion, the stereographer accomplishes as a 
matter of course. 

However, I do not imply that stereo is 
as simple as that. It must be thoughtfully 
handled and carefully composed, and it must 
have all of the ingredients that make any 
picture interesting. But, when we do have 
these, stereo adds that certain something 
that makes it superior to planar. When I 
cay that stereo must be thoughtfully hand¬ 
led, I mean we must avoid those situations 
whereby distortions create people and ob¬ 
jects in fantastic disproportion. 

Distortion, however, is not the sole 
property of stereo. Read, if you will, any 
good books on planar photography and see 
all the precautions that should be taken to 
avoid the distortions characteristic of 
diflerent focal length lenses, and those 
created by tilting the camera up or down, 
etc., etc, 

I will yield one point: stereo is not 
always easy to view. A prime purpose of our 
club is to help the stereographer svoid 
mistakes in the taking, mounting, and pro¬ 
jection of his slides. As we accomplish 
this, our pleasure is greatly increased and 
our efforts made most rewarding. It is ny 
firm belief that the ingenuity and inven¬ 
tiveness of man will eliminate these draw¬ 
backs, and as the problems are worked out, 
it will not be the "promoters" who will be 
responsible for the resurgence of stereo, 
but the popular response of people to pho¬ 
tography in its most dynamic form.

VOTIVE CANDLE 

The late Mr. Ward Muir, whose pen us« 
to delight readers of The Amateur 
Phototrapher not once but often 
told them that to make a beautiful pic¬ 
ture; one must place the camera before 
a "beautiful fact." In the case of a 
stereo camera, almost any "simple fact 1 
serves the same purpose. Sun-sculpture 
has a remarkable way of investing even 
the very commonplace subjects with no 
little attractiveness. 

One of the most telling pictures 
have ever seen was made during a 
holiday in Normandy by a complete tyro 
with an instrument of the simplest 
description. The "life size" 
reconstruction in the stereo¬ 
scope brings home to one the 
twilight splendor of a great 
Gothic church. 

The eye first lights on a few _ 

votive candles burning before an image 
of Our Lady in the foreground. 

Then you scan the vista of a 
lofty aisle with all its "frozen 
music" standing out in bold relief. 

A stray sunbeam flecks the paving- 
just good, clean, straightforward 
photography. Exquisite photog- 
raphy, in point of fact. But C x 
there is something more to v \r^ 
it. The fusion of the two pic- 
tures in the mind casts a spell 
from the Middle Ages. You have 
slipped away back through time. 

You know quite positively that a 
knight in armour with a hair shirt on is 
kneeling in the nave behind that pillar! 

Let us try to analyze matters. The starting- 
point of this impromptu trip' through time is a 
very "simple fact" indeed. One of the little vo¬ 
tive lights is guttering. Part of it is just about to 
drop away. Quite unconsciously one takes for granted 
that it actually will do so; and when, an instant lat¬ 
er, one is gazing down the aisle, the mind has already accepted, 
the suggestion of falling candle grease. 

******** 

It was the seeming tangible solidity of that little lump of dropping candle grease, its 
vividly implied movement, and what appeared to be a real ray of vibrant sunshine in the 
stately setting of a bygone age that ushered in a romantic day-dream embroidered with all 
one's previously acquired notions of medialevalism. 

I had better leave that church now! But I do wish to impress upon the budding stereo- 
pictorialist the prime importance of "simple facts" and good "stage management."
